SPECIAL REPORTS 
Legislative & Advocacy Committee 
Anna Pritchett asked that any agencies that have pending legislation to please make the 
committee aware of it as soon as possible so that it can be supported appropriately. Adult 
Protective services is working on their bill from last year regarding the courts redacting personal 
contact information.  Also, the Financial Exploitation bill from the Bankers association is coming 
up again in the legislative session.   
 
Felecia Brooks stated that the sub-committee was seeking someone to sponsor the proposed 
Elder Abuse bill.  A revised version was sent to Todd Hughes and he sent out to the committee.  
An update and committee approval will be made at the January meeting. 
 
Community & Professional Outreach Committee 
Susan Segrest stated the Department of Justice launched an Elder Justice Network Locater Map, 
Nationwide database, to improve outcomes for abused elderly adults and create collaborations 



with other agencies. The council can register on that website pending approval from the 
committee.  A motion was made to do so; it was seconded and passed unanimously. 
 
Funds from the WINGS project was approved to be used to print new Elder Abuse Protection 
toolkits.  Todd Hughes spoke with Todd Cotton (ADSS) about a small grant to assist with shipping 
cost of toolkits for distribution. Agencies in the Montgomery area can pick up directly from CAAC.
